been to-dav. There are those who would al- 
ready speak of to-day'’s fighting as one of the 
eritical victories of the war. But that is large 
talk, and I do not know. What 1 do know is 
that we struck again this morning, and have 
gone forward to the full extent of our inten- 
tion, which in places makes an advance of 
ebout 2,500 yards. We have apparently reached 
the main central portion of the Passchendacle 
Ridge, with places alrfady so famous in former 
fighting as Abraham Heights and Broodseinde 
and the villages of Gravenstafel and Reutel, 
.and innumerable minor defensive positions. In 
doing this we have absolutely shattered at least 
three German Divisions, and have more or less 
broken no fewer than four others. Our casual- 
ties are again light, and prisoners are coming 
dowp in mobs. Under any circumstances such 
an advance, following so closely on the heels 
of the two victories of September 20 and 26, 
must have been a success of almost first rate 
importance, but circumstances eunverted it into 
nothing less than a catastrophe for Germany. 
If the last two stages in our advance here are 
to be known as the Battle of the Menin Roan 
and the Battle of Polygon Wood, respectively, 
then this is the Battle of, Broodseinde. As 
such, with the date on which it was fought, it 
will become famous. What has made the suc- 
cess assume proportions larger than we dared 
to dream is that the enemy himself had 
planned ‘a tremendous attack on us this morn- 
ing. for which, in addition to the troops nor- 
mally in the fighting line, he had brought ur 
five new Divisions, of which three were in the 
front line of attack. One of these front line 
Divisions was the Fourth Guard. The inten- 
tion was to recapture Zonnebeke, and sweep us 
back from there to Zevenkote, and wrench 
from us all the Polygon Wood area down to 
the high ground upon the Menin Road. The 
Germans: were to attack at seven o'clock by 
our time. Well, we attacked at six. It was a 
little early, for it was a wild and stormy night, 
with wind and bursts of drizzle, and at six 
eclock it was still half dark, with a thick 
ground mist. It would have been pleasanter 
and easier attacking a little later, but—and 
the Germans will excuse me for not saving 
how much of it planned and

hour before he did. He had already 
begun a preliminary bombardment of much >/ 
pur line, more, indeed, than actually s- 
tended to attack, but it was swept away in th:

According to a New York telegram, the 
Attorney-Genera] announces that proof will be 
forwarded to Paris that Count Bernstorff fur- 
nished Bolo Pasha with money. 

A New York Thursday telegram says :--Com- 
menting on his investigation into the activities 
of Bolo Pasha, Mr. Lewis, Attorney-General of 
New York State, mentioned that Mr. Hearst, 
the well-known newspaper proprietor, attended 
a dinner given by boio here in March, 1916, 
the other guests at which included Adolf 
Pavenstedt, who acted as intermediary for the 
transiers of German funds to the New York 
banks; Captain Boyed, then German Naval 
Attaché, and M. Jules Bois, a French lecturer, 
paid by Bolo. Prior to this, Mr. Hearst had 
entertained Bolo at his. house. Mr. Lewis was 
careful to explain that Mr. Hearst's relations 
with Bolo were purely of a social character, so 
far as he was aware. Evidence indicating how 
the German Foreign Office transmitted to Count 
Bernstorff, by wireless telegraphy, the funds for 
Bolo Pasha was obtained by Mr. Lewis from 
Hugo Schmidt, agent here of the Deutsche 
Bank, whom Mr. Lewis examined to-day. 
Schmidt produced eight code telegrams ex- 
changed between him and the |German Foreign 
Office in March and April, 1916, while Bolo was

BRITISH WORKERS KEFUSE TO 
MEET GERMANS. 

The International Federation of Trade Unions 
is holding its Conference here with the intention 
to discuss purely 
Berne iclecram Wednesday's date 
letter from the English Federation of 
Unions to-day gave rise to political discussion. 
The English Federation announced that it re 
fused to confer with Germans as long as Ger- 
man armies were still in occupied territory, 
and gave as a reason for the refusal that Ger- 
many began the war with the object of con- 
quest, and had violated The Hague Convention 
by submarine war, by sinking hospital ehips and 
by committing other cruelties. Herr Bauer, a 
member of the General Committee of German 
Trade Unions, in a speech rejected these re- 
proaches, and affirmed that Germany was to- 
day not making any war of conquest, and was 
only defending her own soil. After a long dis- 
cussion the Conference passed a resolution de- 
claring itself incompetent to setile the question 
of the responsibility of the peopics to their Go- 
vernments for the war and its consequence, and 
passing to the Order oí the Day. After a dis- 
cussion, the proposal to transfer the headg uar- 
ters of the Federation to a neutral country was 
referred to another Conference, to be held 
shortly, but it was deci led that in the 
meantime the provisional headquarters of the 
Secretaryship of the Federation be Amsterdam. 
The Swiss delegates supported the proposed 
removal of the headquarters. No French dele- 
gates were present.

SPLENDID GALLANTRY OF

The Press Association's special correspondent 
at British Headquarters telegraphed yesterday 
morning :— 

At 6 o'clock this morning our Army in Klan- 
ders launched another great atiack upon 4 
wide front of the battle area. The 
weather had broken during the night, and a 
strong south-westerly wind was blowing at 
dawn, but down to the time of writing there 
was Only a slight drizzle, scarcely sufficient even 
to render the ground slippery. 

Wind and wet are setting right in the eyes 
of the Germans, and limited visibility renders 
it difficult for their artillery to range upon our 
troops. 

To-day’s battle is a bid for a further grip on 
the great Menin ridge system, That the enemy 
is thoroughly alarmed at the development of 
the struggle of the strategic menace to the 
whole of his right flank is sufficiently shown 
by the feverish haste with which he has hursied 
up fresh troops and shuffled his reserves. 

To-day's battle will be a sheer trial 
strength. The struggle will be a fierce one; but 
I believe we have entered it with full measure 
of our opponents. The early reports from the 
battle front are highly encouraging. 

Progress has been excellent, and whole batches 
of prisoners came in as soon as our advance 
began. Statements made by walking wounded 
is that our casualties are light. Once again 
the day has gone well for British arms.

But that 
theac run into many thousands is as certain as 
that the Kaiser will again promise his faithful 
people victory. 

Our own casualties are once again relatively 
very light.. 1 am told that meteorologists are 
very sanguine as to an improvement in the 
weather.

The terrible odds we 
had been fighting against during the earlier part 
of the war wefe being reversed, and it was not 
for us to become weary now when the goal wae 
looming in sight, (Cheers.) With one or two 
exceptions the enemy was everywhere on the 
defensive, and everywhere slowly retiring be- 
fore us. Long before the Rhine was reached 
Germany would have sued for peace.

Thursday Afternoon..Army Group of Crown 
Prince Rupprecht.—The enemy's fighting 
activity yesterday wae similar te the preceding 
day's.

STATEMENT BY IR'SH CONVENTION 
DELEGATE. 

At the meeting of the Ballina Urban Council 
on Wednesday, Mr, John Flanagan, J.P., Chair 
man, a member of the Irish Convention, saic — 
I am sure you will permit me to give public 
expression, on your behalf, to our feeling of 
deep regret at the tragic death of Mr. Thomas 
Ashe in Dublin last week, and convey to his 
relatives a message of our sincerest sympathy 
with them in thew bereavement. No matter 
how one may differ from the political views ad- 
vocated by the deceased, we must all, as Irish- 
men, respect and reverence the memory of our 
couniryman, who, with deliberation, laid down 
his life for a cause whith he wis convinced was 
for his country’s good. His heroic death lifts 
us, for a time at all events, from the rut of 
marty politics and miserable controversies. 
Vhile 1 do not wish to refer to the tragic cir- 
cumstances of his death, the cause of which is 
still sub jucice, | say that we cannot close our 
eves to the fact that there is now, as of old, 
some devilish agency working behind the scene 
in Dublin Castle to wreck any chance of Ire- 
land ever becoming a peaceful country. As a 
member of the Irish Convention, | can say with 
all sineerity that its proceedings had reached a 
stage that the most pessimistic members of it— 

am one—were slowly, but surely, becoming 
optimists in their views Nig a satisfactory 
settlement of the political and religious ques- 
tions which have for generations divided Irish- 
men. As the Chairman of the Convention said 
the other day in Cork. the time was not far 
distant when Irishmen of different political 
views and different creeds could truly say to 
each other: “ Thy eountry is my country.” and 
in the larger charity say: “ Thy God is my 
God."
